Annual Report Warns
of Defects.

ALBANY, Fub. 22.—Warning 18 sounded
in the annual report to the Legislature
of the 8Btate Insurance Department against
the injection of politics into the State com-
mission which Is to administer the work-
men's compensation law.

“Thera i= danger, In my judgment, un-
der the compensation law as It now
stands.” =ays Superintendent Emmet In
his report, “that the new Htate depart-
ment which was created to carry out the
Etate’s part In the new systemn will prove
in operation to be rather complicated as
& plece of governmental machinery owing
%0 the varlety and number of the funec-
tlons with which 1t has been endowed.

“Posslbly the present arrangement will |
prove workable, If the administration of
fta affairs remalns in the hands of men
a8 competent. digcreet and courageous as
presumably those about to be appointed
will prove to be—If politics (using the
word In a sense other than Aristotelian)
are banishied from it entirely and the
whole muachinery not mercly placed in
the beginning but permanently kept upon
the plane of buslness eMciency., With any
Teas exalted standard of conduet than this
the tremendous administrative structure
which the law in its present form necessg!-
tates Is very apt to prove top heavy and
10 fall of ita own welght."”

Sees Peril in Payment of Claimas.

Buperintendent Emmet also CXpPresses
the belief that the provision calling for
the payment of claims through the State
commission may not prove as benefleial
as the labor Interests who insisted upon
It expect

“It would be better, in my judgment, if
ne such provision as this waa incorporated
in the law.,” says Mr. Emmet. “The ex-
perience of Michigun and Massachusetts
shows that with a State industrial board
passing upon disputed claims—but hav-
ing nothing whatever to do with the ac-
fual payment of these claims—no unneces-
sary delay occurs on the part of the pri-

vately managed insurnnce companies and
mutuals in making the payvments which
the law requires,

‘My honest belief is that the require-
ment to which I am now calling atten-
tion will under such circumstances aceom-
plish nothing uniess it be that it will it-|
melf import inte the situation that frie-
tlon and delay which it is designed. in the
eatimation of it aflvocates, to alleviate.
If it does this the elimination of this pro-
vision from the act will eventually be
desired by the labor organizations. as well
an hy the employers of the State.’

The report cleariy shows that the Su-
perintendent of Insurance has some mis-
givings as to the operation of the new
Jaw. He points out that the workmen's:
compensation commission, possessing so
many judicial, administrative and insur-
anee functions, will bring it into sharp
conflict with the stock companies and tha
mutual insurance organizations and that
it the judicial power is not used wisely |
and justly the ultimate result will be to |
drive these companies out of existence. |

.,llvler te Private Companies.

Insurance companles are advised in this
report to give eMcient public service, If
they are not to be further bound by re-
strictive legislation. ©On this point Super=
intendent Emmet says:

“If the people of the State cannot get
what they require through private service
they will be quick to resort to the State
that the State may supply in its collec-
tive capacity a service which hag been
imperfectly performed by its members.
This has happened recently in the field
of compensation insurance, the express
business and clsewhere In a mingr de-
Kree, and it is predicted that this remedy '
will be frequently invoked as time goes
o The one effective wempon which the
companies have in their hands s the
abllity to give efficient service so that
State service will be uncalled for.”

What should be the proper attitude of
the Btate 1oward such organizations as
the New York Fire Insurance Exchange
and other rate making bodies, is discussed
in the report. Attention is chlled o the
strong tendency in Insurance as in other
kinds of business toward the elimination
of competition and the substitution of
cooperution and combination. Superin-
tendent Emmet says he has no fault to
find with this tendency, so long as laws
are passed under which the State In-
surance Department will be enabled to
wubject these rate making combinations
to a degree of scrutiny and supervision
which will really protect the public
Aagainst possible abuses arising from mo-
nopelistic combinations.
